TEETHING 


During tlie years when the 
baby teeth are coming through 
th e gums and the child is sal8 
l > be teething, it is a common 
belie! that any one o| the numer 
(,hs ills from which the young 
child may suffer can be fairly 
put down as being due to teeth 
ing. If a rash develops, it is 
called a teething rash. The 
young mother is told that the 
cold in the head the crying, the 
restlessness, the upset stomach 
are all du e to teething, and that 
there is no reason foi her think 
ing anything else. In some cases 
this simple explanation has led 
to serious results. We try to 
pevent diarrhoeas in children 
by proper feeding, but, if the 
condition does qccur, it is known 
by those who have tlie respon 
sibility of caring for such cases, 
that prompt treatment, right 
at the start, is needed, and that 
delay in securing projwr treat 
ment early exposes tho child’s 
life to danger. The delay which 
occurs in seeking treatment is 
very often explained by the 
mother on the grounds that she 
thought, as she had been told 
b.v friends, that attacks of diar¬ 
rhoea wer c to be expected as a 
result of teething, and that the 
condition would clear up, of it¬ 
self, when the tooth was cut. 

Teething is a normal event, 
and most babies go through the 
Period in an easy manner and 
with so little evidence of what 
is happening that th e parent is 
surprised on seeing the white 
Point which is baby’s first tooth. 
Some children do suffer evident 
Pain, & such children are apt to 
he fretful and to suffer from 
broken sleep, with the result 
that they are not up t Q their 
usual standard of fitness.

Do you Suffer Losses in 
Shipping Live Sleek 

In shipping liv ( , stock it is im 

portant to the shipper, as well 
as to the buyer, that animals 
arrive at the market in the bes* 
possible condition. Losses due 
to high shrinkage, injuries, and 
deaths are considered by some 
people to be unavoidable con¬ 
sequences of shipping. However 
if reasonable precautions are 
taken, the animals that go down 
the unloading chute 8 will bear 
a close resemblance to those 
that were loaded, even though 
the journey be a long one. 

Preparatory to shipping it is 
advisable to use feeds that are 
of a non-laxative nature. For 
example, high quality timothy 
or prairie hay have been found 
to be very satisfactory for cat¬ 
tle. Animals should lie allower 
to consume their normal fill of 
water and roughage right up un 
practice of trying to obtain an 
abnormally large fill is likely to 
defeat its purpose as digestive 
troubles frequently follow, re¬ 
sulting in loss of weight. 

The freight rate ou grade and 
commercial animals is charged 
on a per hundred weight basis 
on a stated minimum for each 
class stock. While underload¬ 
ing in uneconomical, overload¬ 
ing may be disastrous, espec¬ 
ially in extremely hot or in 
stormy weather. The approx¬ 
imate numbers per standard 
stock car for different classes of 
stock may be somewhat a s fol¬ 
lows: 25 head of fat cattle at 
1000 pounds, 105 lambs at 85 
pounds and 70 to 85 hog s at 
200 pounds. Death in transit 
m«y be due to slclcncss but more 
common causes are overcrowd¬ 
ing and in the case of hogs over 
heating. In hot weather it is de¬ 
sirable to reduce the number of 
hogs per car and damp sand

Common causes for shipping 
losses are bruising due to horns 
rough handling and improper 
fitting of cars. When a car of 
mixed stock is shipped, proper 
partitions should always be us¬ 
ed.. All commercial cattle should 
be dohjrned and care should l>c 
taken at all time s in loading 
and handling. 

Shrinkage in transit varies 
widely and may be due to a var¬ 
iety of causes. The net shrink¬ 
age, which is based on “fed ar.d 
watered” weights, as compared 
to gross shrinkage or “weight 
off cars” is most commonly us¬ 
ed. Hogs will show a net shrink 
age of about 3 percent after a 
journey of 24 to 36 hours, while 
lambs may show a net shrink¬ 
age of from 4 percent to as high 
as 8 percent for the same per¬ 
iod as lambs do not respond well 
to feeding at the market. Cat¬ 
tle are subject to very wide var 
iations. Old, thin and grass-fat¬ 
tened cattle shrink more than 
the average, while well finished 
grain fed cattle will usually run 
from 3 jiercent to 5 percent for 
a 24 to 36 hour journey. With 
all classes of live stock a propor 
tionately higher shrink occurs 
during th e first 24 hours than 
during travelling.
